A PERILOUS RIDE, — 


As Related by an Old-Time Drum- 
mer Who Visits Reno Often. 

An old-time drummer was seated in 
the bar room late last night at a down 
town hotel waiting for the midnight 
train to return to San Francisco. He 
had attended to the trade that calls 
him here once in three months, and 
having nothing to do but kill time 
was entertaining a friend with talks 
of the road. 

“Tt is easier traveling now,’ he| 
said, “‘ than it was twenty years ago, 
bat trade isn’t as good now, and it is 
harder work to make a showing.”’ 
Then he drifted into a comparison of 
the present with the past methods of 
locomotion, and said that in the earlier 
days, just after the opening of the 
overland railroad, there was a great 
deal of staging required, and during 
one season he traveled over 3,500 
miles by stage in Utah, Idaho, Ne- 
vada and California, and over 7,000 
miles by rail and steamer, and the 
further he traveled the more timid he 
became over stage coach travel. This, 
he explained, was not owing to

Inert within himself, but was due 
principally to the disappearance from 
the road of the crack whips that han- 
dled the ribbons during the times of 
the Pioneer and Overland lines, and 
the substitution of a cheap class of 
sheep herders on the short lines that 


railroads. The old drivers had left a 
reputation and a romantic glamour 
clinging to their names that inspired 
their successors to the belief that.a 
reckless swagger was all that was nec- 
essary for them to assume to add 
their names to the list of distinguished 
knights of the whip.

That I now recall,’’ said he, ‘‘ was in 
making tle trip over-the Greenhorn 
Mountains on the road from Caliente 
to Haviiah in Kern county, California. 
There were seven of us passengers, 
six on the inside and one with the: 


driver, on a thoroughbrace mud 
wagun that was just wide enough to 
hold two ona seat, and in fact it 
seemed to be a very narrow tracked 
wagon for the side hill and neglected 
grade, when driven with the utmost 
care. But in the hands of the drunken 
Texus cowboy who held the ribbons, 
it seemed as ready to upset as a bicy- 
cle. The driver was a man of large 
frame and of such great muscular 
wee that he was aterror dreaded 
by all the employes of the line, and 
domineered over them like a tyrant.. 
Of course we passengers didn’t know 
this, and after supper, about 8 o’clock 
in the evening, at the Summit station, 
we rode away smoking our cigars in 
the best of hu.nor, and unaware that 
the driver had been drinking while 
we were eating. As we began descend- 
ing the mountain the quarter moon 
was at times obscured by driftia 
clouds that produced a play of wand 
shadows among the wide branching 
oaks that covered the hillsides, aud at 
times in the dim‘light it seemed to us 
that the stage was dangerously near 
the outer edge of the grade. As we 
were all old travelers this did not 
create any alarm until with a

gerous place. The stage rolled heav- 
ily to one side and raised on two 


wheels only, when I swung myself 
outside, clinging to the bows, and my 
weight held it an instant poised in 
the air. It was just long enough to 
disclose to me that the team was be- 
vond control and going at increasing 
speed to sure destruction. I acted 
quickly to give the others a chance, 
and holding my breath I leaped into 
the air and down the hillside in a mo- 
ment of darkness from the obscured 
moon.” I fell heavily on my neck and 
houlders with my arms folded and 

ttorward, and turning one somer- 
sault after another rolled down the 
steep embankment of . loosé soil until 
stopped by an uprooted oak. I sus- 
tained no damage except a shock, and 
a collection of loos: soil in my face 
and clothing, and as soon as I could 
rise and shake myself up I followed 
on down the prade to the wreck. One 
passenger suffered a broken leg and 
arm; others were badly scratched and 
painfully bruised; the driver was 
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Fair Minded.

LAWS OF NEVADA. 


Passed at the Fifteenth Session 
ef the Nevada Legisiature, End- 
ing March 19, i891. 

The Gazette continues to-day the 
publication of the laws enacted by the 
last Legislature. Those of only local 
character are given in brief: synopsis, 
while any of general interest will be 
given in full: 

CHAP. XxX. 


Requires every insurance company, 
life and fire, or assessment association 
to file with the Controller an annual 
statement, not later than March Ist 
of each year. 


CHAP. XYXI. 


An Act fixing the salaries and com- | 
pensation of the officers of Elko county 
and consolidating certain offices, 
Sheriff's. salary, $3,200 per annum; 
Deputy Sheriff, $1,500; salary of Ke- 
corder and ex-officio Auditor, $2,400, 
salary of County Clerk, $1,500; salary 
of County Treasurer, $1,000; salary of 
District Attorney, $1,200; salary of 
Assessor, $2,400; salary of Commiss- 


ers, $400. 


CHAP. XXXII. 


An Act to prohibit the bringing of 
diseased animals within this State, 
and to prevent the selling of diseased 
animals, poultry, fish, game and other 
articles, by butchers, merchants and 
others, to the general public. 

Section 1. From and after the pas- 
sage of this Actit shall be unlawful 
for any person, persons, company or 
corporation .to bring, or cause to be 
brought, or aid in bringing into this 
State any sheep, hog, horse or cattle 
of any kind affected with any conta- 
gious or infectious diseases. 

Sec. 2. No person shall bring, ex- 
pose or offer for sale, or sell in any 
city, town or hamlet within this State 
for human food, any 

1. Blown, meagre diseased or bad 
meat, poultry or game; or 

2. Uusound, diseased or unwhole- 
some fish, fruit, vegetables or other 
market produce. 

Sec. 3. No person shall bring, ex- 
pose or offer for sale, or sell in any 
citv, town or hamlet within this State 

1. Any sick or diseased animal, or 

2. The flesh of any animal which, 
when killed, was sick or diseased, or 
that died a natural or accidental 
death. 

Sec. 4. No person shall slaughter, 
expose for sale or sell, or bring or 
cause to be brought into any city, 
town or hamlet within this State, for 
human food, any calf unless it is in 
good, healthy condition and four weeks 
of age. 

Sec. 5. Any article er animal that 
shall be offered or exhibited for sale, 
in any part of this State, in any mar- 
ket or elsewhere, as though it was in- 
tended for sale, shall be deemed of 
fered and exposed for sale, within the 
intent and meaning of this Act. 

Sec. 6. Any person or persons who, 
in violation of the easalind sections 
of this Act, shall bring within this 
State, city, town or hamlet, slaughter 
or sell, or expose for sale any. article 
or animal (therein prohibited from 
sale) whice is unfit or unsafe for 
human food shall forfeit the same to 
the authorities. 

Sec. 7. It is hereby made the duty 
of any policeman, constable, Sheriff 
or any ce officer, or any member 
of any Board of Health to forthwith 
remove any of the above named arti- 
cles or animals at the expense of the 
owner or owners, as the case may be, 
in a manner that will insure safety 
and protection to the public good. 

Sec. 8. Any person, persons, com- 
pany or corporation who shall violate 
any of the provisions of this Act shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof shall be 
fined in any sum not exceeding three 
hundred dollars nor less than twenty 
dollars, or by imprisonment in the 
county jail not more than. sixty days 
nor less than five days, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment.

SUGAR BEET CULTURE. 


Method of Cultivation and Thia- 
ning Out as Usually Practiced. 


After planting, if the temperature 
and conditions are favorable, the 
plants shuuld be up in seven days, 
but if the seeds are coyered more than 
two inches deep it may require five 
days longer. 

CULTIVATION. 

The early and often system of culti- 
vation applies with emphasis to suc- 
cessful beet growing. This not only 


kills the weeds at starting, but also 
forms a layer of fine anne Be earth 
which constitutes an obstacle to dry- 
ness. One careful hoeing at the time 
of thinning will, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, be all the hand work re- 
quired, the after cultivation being most 
economically done with the horse cul- 
tivator. 
THINNING. 


The time recommended for this 
work is soon after the appearance of 
the fourth leaf. It can be best done, 


with least injury to the plants left 
standing, just afterarain. A sharp 
hoe of proper width will greatly assist 
in this work by cutting across the row, 
leaving a small bunch standing every 
six Or eight inches. The cutting must 
be deep enough to prevent any after- 
growth from the roots cutoff. The 
bunches left standing by the hoe must 
be reduced to single plants. This 
work should be carefully done so that 
the growth of the plant Jeft standing 
will not be checked. 


THE OXNARD 
Beet Sugar Company report upon the 
above matters as follows: 


The seed will take from ten to four- 
teen days to sprout. Two or three 
days after the young shoots appear, 
the soil between the rows should-be 
ioosened with a horse hoe about one 
inch deep, in order to keep out the 
weeds. After one or two days the 
land should be rolled again with a 
large roller, to prevent the air and 
sun from drying it out. This does not 
hurt the beets at all, except in the 
early morning, when there is dew on 
them. After a weck’s rest the beet 
will have its fourth leaf and then is 
the time to begin thinning them out. 
The quicker this is done the better for 
the growth of the beets and the yield 
ofthe crop: It must be done in the 
following manner: Hoe right across 
the row with a hoe four inches wide, 
in such a manner as to leave a bunch 
of four or five plants every six or 
seven inches. After one day’s rest re- 
duce the bunches by hand to ene good 
plant. Children do very well fcr this 
work. When this is done the most 
important and disagreeable work is 
over, all that remains is to keep the 
land free from weeds. About a week 


after thinning out go through the field 


with a horse hoe, working it twoinches 
deep. Two weeks later repeat this, 
going possibly somewhat deeper. 
About the beginning of July the beets 
will have reached such a growth that 
the leaves. will entirely shade the 
ground and no more work will be nec- 
essary until harvest.
